Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
for  1953- 

In  considering  the  Vital  Statistics,  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  in  a  district  of  this  size,  small  changes  in 
totals  make  a  considerable  difference  in  the  various  Rates. 
The  Death  Rate  is  considerably  below  the  national  Rate 
and  the  Birth  Rate  reflects  the  general  trend. 

Infectious  Diseases  have  been  slightly  less  preva¬ 
lent  than  in  1952  except  for  Measles  which  showed  a 
typical  biennial  increase. 

There  has  again  been  a  satisfactory  number  of 
children  immunised,  and  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified.  Further  improvement  is  still  desirable,  as  there 
is  by  now  little  opportunity  for  children  to  acquire 
natural  immunity. 

While  it  is  too  soon  to  ascribe  the  marked  fall  in 
the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  in  the  District  to  the 
County  Council's  immunisation  Scheme,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  scheme  will  produce  results  comparable  to  those 
achieved  by  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year,  3  notices  were  served  under 
Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949.  In 
every  case  the  source  of  the  infection  was  rapidly  re¬ 
moved  from  the  herd. 

98  Council  houses  and  45  private  houses  were 
completed  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

While  this  number  compares  favourably  with 
similar  districts,  I  feel  that  some  two  or  three  apartment 
dwellings  should  be  included  in  future  programmes  to 
provide  for  elderly  or  childless  couples,  and  avoid  using 
the  standard  five  apartment  houses  uneconomically. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  the 
Council  Officers  and  the  Heath  Department  Staff  for  their 
help  and  co-operation.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  greater  part  of  the  Rural 
District  is  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Com¬ 
pany,  and  the  quality  and  quantity  have  been  satisfactory. 
One  small  extension  was  made  to  the  mains  in  Yoxall.

Tutbury  Parish  is  supplied  from  a  well  and  reser¬ 
voir  by  the  Rural  District  Council.  The  quality  of  the 
water  is  satisfactory. 


The  water  supply  to  the  Tutbury  Parish  is 
chlorinated  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  have 
been  made  of  this  water,  and  it  was  found  that  the  Coli 
Aerogenes  Content  (presumptive  Coli)  varied  between  7 
and  14  per  100  ml.  after  48  hours  incubation  at  37°  C. 
This  increase  over  past  years  is  probably  due  to  the 
breakdown  of  the  chlorinating  apparatus,  which  is  now 
being  replaced.  The  chemical  analysis  showed  the 
water  to  be  organically  of  satisfactory  quality,  but  very 
hard.

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  number  of  houses 
with  a  piped  water  supply  is  now  4200,  which  represents 
89%  of  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Schemes  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at 
Rolleston-on-Dove  and  parts  of  the  Parish  of  Anslow 
have  been  completed. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  scheme  for  the  new  sewage 
disposal  plant  at  Yoxall  which  has  been  approved  in 
principle  by  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and 
Planning  cannot  yet  be  proceeded  with  due  to  the  res¬ 
trictions  on  capital  expenditure.  Serious  nuisance  arises 
in  the  Parish  owing  to  the  complete  absence  of  a  plant 


Public  Cleansing 

The  work  has  been  of  a  satisfactory  standard 
throughout  the  year. 


Closet  Accommodation 

22  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been  abolished  and 
water  closets  substituted  by  owners  during  the  year. 
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Smoke  Abatement 

There  has  been  one  smoke  nuisance  during  the 
year.  Notice  was  served  requiring  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisance  and  no  further  action  has  been  necessary 


Camping  Sites

Swimming  Baths 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  district  is  a 
privately  owned  one  in  the  village  of  Rolleston-on-Dove. 
This  appears  to  be  well  managed  and  supervised. 


Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

Seven  houses  were  disinfected  after  the  occur¬ 
rence  of  infectious  diseases,  deaths,  etc. 

Nine  infestations  by  fleas  and  other  insects  were 
overcome  by  treatment  with  a  10%  D.D.T.  solution  and 
Gammexane  smoke  generators.

The  incidence  of  all  infectious  diseases  was  practi¬ 
cally  unchanged,  apart  from  Measles  which  showed  a 
typical  biennial  rise  and  Whooping  Cough  which  showed 
a  considerable  drop. 

Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  carried 
out  as  usual  at  the  five  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the 
District.  The  response  is  satisfactory.  Tribute  must  be 
paid  to  the  two  Health  Visitors  in  the  District  for  their 
excellent  work  in  this  connection. 

There  have  again  been  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the 


last  reported  case  being  in  1945.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Tutbury  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  1953. 

An  important  item  in  the  report  is  the  approval  of 
the  first  grants  for  the  improvement  of  dwellings  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1949-  The  amendment  of  the  Act  in 
1952,  which  made  agricultural  dwellings  eligible  for 
grants  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applica¬ 
tions.  I  am  certain  that,  if  the  Council  will  continue  to 
give  favourable  consideration  to  the  applications,  they 
will  make  an  important  contribution  to  the  well-being  of 
the  agricultural  community  and  therefore  to  the  main 
industry  of  the  area — agriculture. 


Thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  public  health 
department,  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  excellent  support 
received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee.

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Water  Supply 

23  samples  of  water  from  private  sources  were 
submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  reports  and  9 
samples  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  The 
occupiers  of  premises  involved  in  adverse  reports  were 
advised  to  bod  their  water  before  use,  and  as  a  result  of 
requests  to  owners  to  lav  on  mains  water  3  premises  were 
connected  to  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Com¬ 
pany’s  mains,  and  the  work  is  in  hand  at  the  other 
premises. 

House  connections  to  new  water  schemes  are  pro¬ 
gressing  at  a  satisfactory  rate,  a  total  of  63  properties 
having  been  connected  to  the  new  mains  during  the  year. 

Housing 

Repairs 

The  proposed  revision  of  the  Rent  Restriction 
Acts  will  enable  owners  to  maintain  their  property  in  a 
sound  condition.  The  increased  cost  of  repairs  has  for 
a  long  time  prevented  much  needed  major  works  of 
repair,  and  the  Rent  revision  will  prevent  the  deteriora¬ 
tion  of  property  into  demolition  category. 

Improvements 

2  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  ap¬ 
proved  during  the  year,  and  3  further  applications  have 
been  approved  and  were  awaiting  Ministry  approval  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Ministry  aim  to  revise  their  standard  for 
improved  dwellings  in  order  to  encourage  owners  to 
improve  their  property,  and  to  prolong  the  life  of  sub¬ 
standard  property.  Such  improved  property  will  bear 
comparison  with  new  Council  houses  and  thereby  help  to 
reduce  the  Council’s  new  housing  programme  and  the 
heavy  subsidies  involved  in  such  a  programme. 

Slum  Clearance 

6  demolition  orders  were  made  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  Such  a  step  is  only  taken  where  the 
owner  fails  to  make  an  offer  to  put  the  premises  into  a 
habitable  condition.  The  premises  generally  have  a 
a  complete  lack  of  amenities  and  are  in  a  dilapidated 
condition.  Demolition  of  such  dilapidated  property 
removes  a  blot  on  the  countryside. 
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Sanitary  Accommodation 

22  premises  with  either  pans  or  wet  pits  have  been 
connected  to  the  public  sewer,  and  water  closets  installed. 

All  premises  in  the  centres  of  the  parishes  of 
Branston  and  Stretton  have  been  connected  to  the  sewer. 

At  Barton-under-Needwood  1 1  pan  closets  were 
abolished,  and  one  hand-flushed  closet  was  provided 
with  an  automatic  flushing  system.  The  owners  of  the 
remaining  premises  with  pan  closets  in  the  centre  of 
Barton-under-Needwood  are  being  pressed  to  convert 
their  premises. 


Public  Cleansing 
Collection 

Three  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  It  cub.  yard  side¬ 
loading  refuse  collecting  vehicles  are  used  for  the  coll¬ 
ection  of  dry  household  refuse  in  the  District,  and  fort¬ 
nightly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  from  all  premises. 
Few  complaints  have  been  received,  and  satisfactory 
service  has  been  maintained. 

A  limited  collection  of  nightsoil  from  the  parishes 
on  the  fringes  of  Burton-on-Trent  is  made  at  weekly 
intervals,  and  there  have  been  no  complaints  from  the 
collection  area.  Collection,  however,  does  present  a 
problem  as  new  workmen  are  unwilling  to  collect  night- 
soil. 


Disposal 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  cover  the  household 
refuse  at  the  tips  with  suitable  covering  material,  and  the 
tips  are  sprayed  with  insecticide  at  regular  intervals 
during  the  warmer  weather. 


Salvage 

Waste  Paper 

The  Council  do  not  make  a  separate  collection  of 
waste  paper.  The  merchants  offered  an  increased  price 
for  this  during  the  year,  and  I  took  the  opportunity  of 
disposing  of  half  of  the  accumulation  in  the  Council 
depot.  The  merchants  are  now  offering  an  increased 
price,  and  it  is  hoped  to  dispose  of  the  remainder  of  the 
accumulation  as  soon  as  possible.  The  great  fluctuation 
in  the  price  of  waste  paper  in  the  last  few  years  does  not 
encourage  a  local  authority  to  make  a  separate  collection.

Inspection  of  Food  Premises 

Several  new  food  premises  have  been  opened 
during  the  year  and  the  premises  were  brought  up  to  the 
standard  required  before  the  sale  of  food  was  commenced. 
The  majority  of  the  vendors  are  fully  alive  to  the  need 
for  a  high  standard  of  hygiene,  and  in  fact  many  have 
pointed  out  to  me  that  the  improvement  in  their  premises 
has  been  reflected  in  the  increased  amount  of  trade. 

Talks  have  been  given  to  canteen  staffs  on  food 
hygiene,  and  regular  visits  are  paid  to  canteens  in  order 
to  ensure  that  new  staff  are  aware  of  the  need  for  it. 

The  Headmasters  of  the  Tutbury  and  Barton- 
under-Needwood  Secondary  Modern  Schools  kindly 
arranged  for  talks  on  food  hygiene  to  those  pupils  about 
to  leave  school,  in  order  that  any  who  might  be  going 
into  the  catering  trade  would  be  conversant  with  the 
principles  of  food  hygiene. 


Ice  Cream  Premises 

There  was  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of 
registered  premises  during  the  year.  There  are  now  42 
premises  on  the  register,  an  increase  of  6  as  compared 
with  1952.  The  vendors  deal  mainly  with  pre-packed 
products,  which  is  a  safeguard  in  Public  Health. 

62  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  reports. 
All  reports  were  satisfactory. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

The  above  Act  affects  all  shops  where  there  are 
employees.  76  inspections  and  15  re-inspections  were 
carried  out,  and  informal  notices  served  upon  the  owners 
of  7  shops.  The  defects  have  been  remedied  in  5  cases, 
and  are  in  hand  in  the  remainder.

Moveable  Dwellings 

Licensed  by  Local  Authority 

There  are  13  moveable  dwellings  licensed  by  the 
Tutbury  Rural  District  Council  to  be  sited  in  the  area. 
These  are  inspected  regularly  to  ensure  that  the  sanitary 
arrangements  are  satisfactory. 
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Caravans — Unlicensed 

63  inspections  were  made  of  sites  on  which  vagrant 
families  encamped  during  the  year.  Complaints  became 
so  frequent  during  the  spring  of  1953,  that  an  interview 
was  arranged  with  Mr.  Colegate,  M  P.  for  the  local 
division,  with  a  view  to  the  matter  being  brought  before 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  Photo¬ 
graphs  had  been  taken  of  both  the  caravans  and  of  the 
sites  after  they  had  left  them,  in  order  to  indicate  the 
serious  nature  of  the  nuisance. 

I  suggested  to  Mr.  Colegate  that  the  powers  of  the 
Local  Authority  should  be  strengthened  for  dealing  with 
nuisances  of  this  type.  In  a  reply  to  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Colegate,  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
agreed  that  the  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
should  be  strengthened.  He  however,  felt  that  the 
difficulties  were  practical  rather  than  merely  legal  ones. 

The  Police  successfully  prosecuted  caravan  dwell¬ 
ers  following 'a  nuisance  arising  in  Stretton,  and  it  did 
appear  that  the  complaints  were  less  frequent  after  that 
case. 


Following  my  letter  to  the  land  owner  concerned, 
steps  are  being  taken  to  have  a  site  at  Branston  fenced 
off  to  prevent  caravans  gaining  access  to  the  land. 

These  hardened  vagrants  will  not  change  their 
way  of  life,  and  only  constant  action  against  them 
prevents  serious  nuisance  arising  on  sites  in  the  area.
